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AGRICULTURAL AND RURAL DEVELOPMENT ACT 


INTRODUCTION 


By early 1966, the emerging trends of the Federal-Provincial 
Rural Development Agreement 1965-70 were becoming manifest. 


Experience with the first agreement (1962-65) indicated that if 
the desired results were to be achieved, the emphasis would have to shift 
from strictly agricultural development to means more suited to the over-all 
needs of rural people - both on-farm and off-farm. 


The current Agreement between each of the 10 provincial govern- 
ments and the federal government provides: 


s+. duratiom om [ive years. 


..-. maximum expenditures by the federal government of $25 millions a 
year or $125,000,000 over the five-year period. 


.. the establishment of a special Fund for Rural Economic Development - 
FRED - by the federal government, to be spent on comprehensive de- 
velopment programs in areas designated. 


... increased emphasis on the alleviation of poverty in rural areas by 
means of a global approach to resource development, embracing all 
the resources of disadvantaged rural areas in an effort to provide 
greater income opportunities and raise standards of living. 


ee- a new system for the administration of joint ARDA projects, where- 
by the federal government will examine provincial ARDA programs on 
a year-by-year basis, rather than as individual projects. 


... in provinces so desiring, the inclusion of Indian lands and Indian 
people in ARDA programs. 


The 1965-70 Agreement also provides a basis of co-operation 
among the various provincial and federal government departments and agencies 
working in the rural development field. Continuation of this co-operation 
is assured by the formation of inter-departmental ARDA committees at both 
the federal and provincial level. 


Provincial governments have made extensive use of the annual 
program-approach to submit budgets for soil and water conservation, forestry 
improvement and other land use and farm enlargement undertakings. 


By March 31, 1967, two comprehensive agreements under the Fund 
for Rural Economic Development had been signed by the Government of New 
Brunswick and the federal government involving the Northeastern and Macta- 
quac regions. In addition, negotiations were underway on agreements affect- 
ing the Interlake region of Manitoba, the Lower St. Lawrence - Gaspé - 
Magdalen Islands area of Quebec, and regions of Nova Scotia, Prince Edward 
Island and Newfoundland. 


For the purpose of administering the Agricultural and Rural 
Development Act, Canada is divided into four regions, each headed by a 
Director. Following is a summary of activities in each of these regions. 


ATLANTIC REGION 


Communication with other federal and provincial agencies in the 
Atlantic Provinces was improved with the establishment of a regional office 
in Amherst, N.S. Appointment of a chief of Rural Development Services and 
other professionals made possible a better liaison in the field. 


Newfoundland: 


Twenty projects were approved with a federal contribution of 
$455,685. 


Newfoundland continued an intensive program of research and re- 
organization to establish criteria for programming under ARDA and FRED. 
The province's major action programs were pasture development and farmland 
assistance. Among the more important research developments were the estab-—- 
lishment of a task force for a comprehensive development plan in the 
province; feasibility studies on the introduction of educational television; 
and establishment of a resident adult education centre. 


Prince Edward Island: 


In Prince Edward Island, the majority of the 39 approved projects 
dealt with soil and water conservation. In most cases this involved the 
construction of small dams, but the largest single program covered fence-row 
removal, drainage, clearing, farm ponds, irrigation and related land and 
farm improvements. 


Research was continued on the preparation of a comprehensive 
rural development plan. 


The federal contribution to P.E.I. projects was $476,459. 
Nova Scotia: 


Forestry-oriented projects accounted for $255,000 of the year's 
million dollar federal ARDA commitment in Nova Scotia. The assistance 
ranged from timber stand improvements on Crown lands to provision of tech- 
nical aid to farm-woodlot owners through the forest extension service. 


A second major program was the development of the tourist 
industry through the provision and extension of campgrounds and picnic areas, 
as well as park development. Several programs, including rural ponds, land 
improvement and tile drainage assistance were extended. 


Project approvals totalled 40. 


New Brunswick: 


Tile drainage, erosion protection, farm improvement and irriga- 
tion programs were responsible for the largest commitment of funds in New | 
Brunswick. Employment was also created through park and campsite develop- 
ment and the reforestation of Crown lands under ARDA. 


To assist farmers establish economic units the provincial and 
federal governments committed a total of $1.6 million for farm enlargement, 
consolidation and basic improvements. 


The principal research projects were concerned with the com- 
pletion of development plans for the Mactaquac and Northeast regions. 


There were 29 approved projects in New Brunswick; the federal 
contribution being $1,988,534. 


QUEBEC REGION 


The Government of Canada, through ARDA, supported a great 
variety of projects during the fiscal year 1966-67. Main emphasis of the 
program has been in the field of agricultural improvement but forestry, 
tourism and fisheries have also been assisted. 


In addition to several studies of the blueberry industry, 
designed to improve culture and harvesting practices, approval was given 
to a cost-sharing agreement to build a blueberry cold storage plant at St. 
Bruno in the Lac St-Jean area. When completed, the plant will assist in 
extending and rationalizing the sale of blueberries. 


Another major program still in the pilot and study stage is the 
assistance for hiring heavy equipment to effect permanent land improvement 
on existing farms. A pilot project was also undertaken in the field of 
farm enlargement. 


Through the year, several tourist projects have been undertaken 
particularly in the Gaspé and Lac St-Jean regions. These projects involved 
the expansion and establishment of camping facilities, improvement in game 
fishing and park areas. 


In the forestry sector a new tree nursery was established at 
Ste Luce near Rimouski. In conjunction with the existing nursery at St- 
Modeste it will supply many millions of seedlings for eastern Quebec. 


On the administrative side, it was decided to move the regional 
office to Montreal to help establish a better working relationship with 
provincial and local authorities as well as with other federal agencies 
working in the province of Quebec. 


A second important innovation during the year was the formation 


of a joint advisory committee for the province. Composed of five members, 
three named by the provincial government and two by the federal government, 
the committee has begun to review the work of ARDA in the province, estab- 
lish acceptable criteria for projects and examine and study proposals for 
programs for the following year. 


Fifty-five projects were approved during the fiscal year, and 
the federal contribution was $3,454,274. The most ambitious project in the 
province was a $4 million assistance program in soil and water conservation. 
The federal government's contribution to this program amounted to $1.8 
million. 


ONTARIO. REGION 


Ontario is concentrating heavily in the fields of land use and 
farm adjustment, and water development. 


The Land Use and Farm Adjustment program falls almost entirely 
within three groupings: the purchase of land for, and development of, com- 
munity pastures; the purchase of submarginal land for reforestation; and 
the purchase of farms for enlargement. Since the beginning of the ARDA 
program nine community pastures have been formed in Ontario involving a 
total estimated expenditure of $1,004,000. These pastures are scattered 
over various parts of the province but are primarily in "fringe" areas where 
there is a high proportion of marginal land. Land purchase for reforesta- 
tion has involved 10 projects under the present Agreement. The pace at 
which land acquisition is taking place has increased in the past year. 


The Farm Enlargement program in Ontario involves two phases. 
One is for the purpose of assembling large holdings for beef ranching opera- 
tions in Northern Ontario. Only one ranch has been created so far because 
of the difficulty in obtaining capable managers. The other phase assists 
farmers in the creation of viable farm units through land purchase and lease. 
The latter, which is the main part of the Farm Enlargement program is esti- 
mated to cost $7,200,000 for a five-year period. 


Although only five projects were approved in Ontario during the 
fiscal year under the Soil and Water Conservation program, at a total cost 
of $29,282,500 they make up by far the largest proportion of the Ontario 
ARDA program as far as commitment is concerned. This amount includes the 
one large project for small reservoirs throughout the province for which a 
total amount of $20,000,000 was projected. The balance is distributed 
between projects for the Ontario Conservation Authorities, drainage, and 
capital grants for farm development. 


Only two projects have been approved in Ontario under the Rural 
Development Areas part of the Agreement, one involving a large multiple use 
area in the Bruce Peninsula; the other calling for park development in the 
south-central part of the province. 


Eight research projects were undertaken in the fiscal year at a 
projected cost of $108,000. Several projects to provide and train rural 
development staff have been approved. 


The federal contribution to the 29 approved projects for Ontario 
was $15,986,860. 


WESTERN REGION 


The establishment of regional headquarters in Winnipeg was an 
important factor in facilitating closer liaison between the various provin- 
cial and federal government agencies concerned with rural development. 


Manitoba: 


Studies continued on a comprehensive development plan for the 
Interlake region. Other studies and projects on flood control were under- 
taken and emphasis was placed on the recruiting and training of rural devel- 
opment staff. Park and recreational development was undertaken in several 
areas. 


The federal expenditure approved for Manitoba was $2,642,194 
covering 2/7 projects. 


Saskatchewan: 


Community pasture development constituted a major portion of 
the ARDA program in Saskatchewan. Combined with these projects were flood 
control and recreation land programs in parks, picnic areas and campgrounds. 
Work with the native population and others in the north-central and northern 
regions continued. A mobile counselling unit was tested in co-operation 
with the Canada Department of Manpower. 


The Saskatchewan statistics show 45 projects approved, for a 
total federal contribution of $4,071,380. 


ALbexnta: 


Community pasture development continued to play an important 
part in the ARDA program for Alberta. In addition to the establishment of 
several new pastures, extensions were approved for many already provided 
under ARDA and other provincial and federal agencies. The introduction of 
a mass adult education program under the Farmer's Union and Co-operative 
Development Association proved to be a popular project supported by ARDA. 
The study program attracted 1,600 participants and a second phase was under 
consideration. In the Edson area, a pilot study and action group was con- 
tinued under the Rural Development Areas section of the Agreement. 


A federal contribution of $3,167,263 was approved for Alberta's 
totale: So.projyect ss 


British Columbia: 


Emphasis of the ARDA program in B.C. has been on the rehabili- 
tation and extension of irrigation and water supply systems in various 
parts of the province. In addition to ten new projects, extensions were 
approved for seven projects initiated in previous years. Largest of the 
new projects was the Black Mountain Irrigation District which was allotted 
$3,030,000 of which the federal share was $1,010,000. Work was continued 
on several research projects for the Canada Land Inventory. 


B.C, project approvals totalled 19 with a federal contribution 
Ofes2, 015,243. 


THE CANADA LAND INVENTORY 


The object of the Canada Land Inventory (CLI) is to produce 
data on land capability primarily for land use and rural development 
planning. It is a federal-provincial program. The Government of Canada, 
through the Rural Development Branch of the Department of Forestry and 
Rural Development, sponsors and co-ordinates the planning, collection, 
analyses and publication of results. Each province undertakes the inven- 
tory within its borders, with financial and technical assistance from the 
federal government. 


The inventory data are being reproduced in two series of maps. 
One series, which is for general distribution, will consist of about 800 
coloured maps at a scale of 1:250,000. The other series, for more special- 
ized use, will include up to 15,000 scribed, computer-input maps at a scale 
of 1:50,000.° Each series will include the lands throughout the settled 
areas of Canada - a total of about 800,000 square miles. 


CLASSIFICATION 


The lands are classified according to their capabilities for 
agriculture, forestry, recreation and wildlife, with estimates of the ex- 
tent and location of each land class, and of the supply and demand factors 
on which decisions concerning land resources may be based, 


In the agricultural sector there are seven soil capability 
classes, ranging from good arable land with no significant limitations for 
crops down to the soils that have no capability for arable cultivation or 
permanent pasture, 


Land capability for forestry also falls into seven classes, the 
highest indicating that there are no important limitations on the growth 
of commercial tree species, and the lowest indicating such severe limita- 
tions that the production of commercial forests is ruled out. 


In the recreation sector, land is rated in a seven-class system 
according to its natural capability to generate and sustain recreational 
uses. Sub-class symbols indicate the types of recreational features and 
activities offered by each land unit, 


Land capability for wildlife is split into separate classifica- 
tions for waterfowl and ungulates (hoofed animals). The two classifications 
are similar to those in the other sectors, in that sub-classes indicate the 
limitations on ungulate and waterfowl production. 


Lands are classified also according to their present use. This 
information will help both in planning and assessing the need for, and 


effects of, ARDA programs. The most important aspect is the break-down 
between lands that are being intensively cultivated and those that are in 
pasture or less intensive use, The system is designed to permit revisions 
as circumstances change, 


GEO-INFORMATION SYSTEM 


Maps and other geographic-specific information, such as popula- 
tion characteristics, regional economic data and yields, are put into a 
computerized system. The system is capable of storing, making multiple 
comparisons and reproducing the results in tabular or map form. 


The geo-information system is designed to serve both the 
federal and provincial governments. All of the information applying to a 
specific province will be made available to that province. 


The number of land capability and computer maps completed or 
in preparation for the various sectors is as follows:

FUND FOR RURAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT 


On May 10, 1966, the Minister of Forestry and Rural Development 
moved the passage of Bill C-15l - the enabling legislation for the Fund for 
Rural Economic Development (FRED), 


The legislation passed third reading on May 12, 1966 and pro- 
vided $50 million "for the establishment of a fund for the economic and 
social development of special rural development areas", 


Designed to provide funds for comprehensive regional develop- 
ment in those rural areas of Canada requiring multi-sided programs to 
relieve poverty, FRED was first committed on September 20, 1966, in two 
areas of New Brunswick - the Mactaquac and Northeastern, The Agreements 
were signed at Fredericton by the Hon, Maurice Sauvé, Minister of Forestry 
and Rural Development, representing the Government of Canada, and by the 
Hon, Louis Robichaud, Premier, representing the Government of New Brunswick. 


Under the terms of the Agreement between the Governments of 
Canada and New Brunswick, a total of $31,461,000 was committed from the 
Fund for the implementation of comprehensive rural development plans for 
Northeastern New Brunswick, Total cost of all programs under the Agreement 
was set at $89,250,000 with a federal contribution in excess of $62,000,000. 


Comparable figures for the Mactaquac Agreement were $9,433,000 
from the Fund and $20,950,000 total, with over $15,000,000 being contri- 
buted by the federal government, 


Under the terms of these Agreements, Canada and the Province 
agreed to use the resources of all agencies working in the area in a concen- 
trated and co-ordinated effort to encourage the economic and social develop- 
ment of the area, 


The Agreements called for a provincial commitment to expand and 
improve education facilities in Northeastern New Brunswick; an increased 
program for the relocation of those who seek new opportunities; a program 
for the purchase, by the Province, of land from those who voluntarily agree 
to sell and move to areas that will provide a broader range of opportunity, 
improved housing, social services and other amenities; developing the renew- 
able resources (such as agriculture and forestry); and providing, where 
required, additional opportunities for employment and a number of other pro- 
grams designed to round out the comprehensive nature of the plans, 


The establishment of a town site in the central part of the 
Mactaquac region will regroup and modernize the commercial and institutional 
services, provide a centre of attraction for displaced families and serve as 
a centre for wood-using industries, Settlement may be encouraged by pro- 
viding land at a subsidized cost for five years, and low-rental homes when 
necessary,

In the case of both the Northeast New Brunswick and the Macta- 
quac areas, a joint federal-provincial advisory board will review the pro- 
gress of the development plan, recommend each budget and program on a 
yearly basis, and evaluate the results. 


Other FRED developments included proposed legislation to in- 
crease the fund by $250 million to a total of $300 million, and negotiations 
for agreements with several other provinces - Newfoundland, Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia, Quebec and Manitoba. In the case of Manitoba, ex- 
pected to be the first province after New Brunswick to implement a compre- 
hensive development plan, the projected over-all cost was estimated at $85 
million, covering a comprehensive rural development plan for the Interlake 
Area. 


A comprehensive development proposal for the Lower St. Lawrence - 
Gaspé - Magdalen Islands region was submitted by the Quebec Eastern Planning 
Board to the Government of Canada and the Government of Quebec on July 6, 
1966. Subsequently, discussions were held relative to the signing of an 
agreement between the two Governments in the next fiscal year. 
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MARITIME MARSHLAND 
REHABILITATION ACT 
(MMRA) 


MARITIME MARSHLAND REHABILITATION ACT 


INTRODUCTION 


In 1948 the Maritime Marshland Rehabilitation Act was passed, 
giving the federal government the responsibility of providing main protec- 
tive works for approximately 100,000 acres of rich, agricultural marshland, 
At the same time, the provincial governments of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward Island undertook to assure proper utilization of the re- 
habilitated marsh areas, 


The Act was administered by the Canada Department of Agriculture 
until early 1964 when this responsibility was transferred to the Department 
of Forestry of Canada (renamed the Department of Forestry and Rural Develop- 
ment in October 1966). The Maritime Marshland Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion is the departmental agency established for the program, 


During 1966, agreements were signed between Canada and each of 
the three Maritime Provinces providing for the transfer from the federal 
government to the provincial governments of operation and maintenance res- 
ponsibilities for works constructed under the MMRA Pheer sam: This transfer 
will be completed by March 31, 1970, 


As part of the agreement, Canada will provide, on a continuing 
basis, engineering services to the provinces for soil and water conserva- 
tion programs implemented under the Agricultural and Rural Development Act, 


MMRA was designated as an operating arm of ARDA in 1963, and, 
under the new agreement, became the engineering agency responsible for pro- 
viding the services outlined in the agreement (see ARDA report). 


ADMINISTRATION AND ORGANIZATION 


The headquarters of the Maritime Marshland Rehabilitation Admin- 
istration was established in Amherst, Nova Scotia, in the summer of 1949, 


The Maritime Marshland Rehabilitation Advisory Committee was 
established early in the program and functioned as required under Section 8 
of the Act. The Act states "No work shall be undertaken in any Province ... 


unless (a) the work has been recommended by an Advisory Committee ....". 


On January 1, 1966 the Atlantic Regional Office of the Rural 
Development Branch of the department was located in Amherst, N.S., to 
administer the Agricultural and Rural Development Act and the Maritime 
Marshland Rehabilitation Act. The Maritime Marshland Rehabilitation Ad- 
ministration became the Soil and Water Division of the Regional Office, 
The Administration Division of the Regional Office also services the MMRA 
activities. 
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The Soil and Water Division is divided into the following 
services; 
(a) Conservation 
(b) Water Resources 
(c) Workshop and Stores 
(d) Surveys, Drafting and Photo Mosaics 
(e) Design and Construction, 
Construction services operate from Amherst and Windsor, Nova 


Scotia, and temporary additional offices are established in the field as 
required, 


REVIEW OF PROGRESS TO DATE 


Progects and Acrearves Protected 


All projects approved by the Minister and not incorporated into 
larger projects are designated as active. The number of active projects in 
each province on March 31, 1967, and the acreages protected are as follows:

Construction of Works 


The protection of marshlands from the tides is normally accom- 
plished by the construction of dykes. Structures, known locally as aboit- 
eaux, are incorporated at major stream crossings where fresh water runoff 
is to be discharged. River bank control and foreshore protective works are 
installed where required. 


Zi. 


The protecting works include: 


250 miles of dyke, 83 miles having rock or timber facing; 
438 aboiteaux; 

4 major tidal dams; 

21 miles of river bank control installations. 


A graph showing the annual progress from 1949 to 1967 appears in 
Table 2. 


The construction trend, directed by economic feasibility studies, 
has been toward protecting areas in groups, using a single large aboiteau, 
or dam, instead of miles of dyke and large numbers of small aboiteaux, This 
has already been done in the case of Shepody, Tantramar and Annapolis dams. 
This trend will in time render obsolete some of the protective works con- 
structed during the current program, 


THE CONSTRUCTION PROGRAM FOR 1966-67 


Standard Projects 


Works previously constructed were improved and extended on pro- 
jects in Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, 


It has been found advantageous to quarry, haul and place re- 
quired protective rock for most projects during the winter months. This 


program was successfully continued last winter on the following projects:

Special Projects 


The existence of several multipurpose structures, serving as 
aboiteaux and highway or railway culverts, prompted the careful investiga- 
tion of possible combined undertakings early in the rehabilitation program, 
Such investigations have been continued. Among the larger projects being 
considered are the Avon River Causeway, Hants County, Nova Scotia, in con- 
junction with the Nova Scotia Department of Highways and the Dominion 
Atlantic Railway. 


During the year construction of the Petitcodiac River Dam, 
Westmorland Co., N.B., went ahead on schedule, The major part of the re- 
inforced concrete control structure was poured by March 31. Channel exca- 
vation and work on the main rock-fill embankment was in progress. This dam, 
immediately adjacent to the City of Moncton, will provide both protection 
for upstream marshlands and a highway crossing.
